CONVENTION HALL. 


A Majestic Picture With its Splendid Deco- 
rations and 14,000 Auditors. 

Onicaco, July 8, 11:20 a. M. — The day opens auspi- 
clously for ali the purposes of a great convention 
held in the heat of July, save that there is a mist in 
the air which may turn into rain. The air is cool apd 
bracing and summer apparel does not burden the 
person. Crowds began to gather in the vicinity of 
the great hall in which the Democratic National 
Convention is being held at an early hour in theday, 
the doortenders and ushers reporting for duty at 8 
o'clock with people thern en waiting to enter 
and secure their seats. Inside the hall, however 
there was

laborers still being engaged in giving finishing 


touches, after having been employed during all of 


the preceding night. They did not desert the main 
platform, where the decorations were being hung,to 
within half an hour of the time announced for the 
opening of the convention. When the workmen 
quitted the building and the scene was clear, the 
picture préBented was majestic, and 
truly 80. with ‘its setting of 14,000 audi 
ors, Every seat in the vast amphitheater 
appears to be occupied, the attendance having its 
full quota of the fair portion of humanity in holiday 
attire. It is conceded that in picturesque effect the 
arrangement and dressing of the hall excels that of 
the convention of four weeks ago. 
THE GREAT VISTA 
of the old hall has been lost by the placing of the 
main stage at one side and midway instead of at 
one extreme of the hall, but the arrangement brings 
the entire audience very much closer to the stage 
proper and the delegates. The decorations are not 
profuse but striking and pleasing to the eye, the 
national cdlors predominating. The only retarding 
feature is the main platform, whichis dwarfed in 
comparison tothe magnificent proportions of the 
ball. 
THE DELEGATES ARE SEATED 
in a square immediately fronting the speaker's plat- 
form, on the dead level of the Convention Hall. Be- 
tween the delegates and the platform 
are the quarters assigned the press representatives, 
who have been provided tables in rising tiers, afford- 
ing these workers a complete view of any incident 
likely to be provoked during the session. To the 
right and left of the delegates are the seats for the 
spectators, sloping upward easy to a point thirty 
feet from the floor level. The only additional word 
to be offered in the way of  descrip- 
tion is that the lighting of the vast hall is 
complete, being flanked and crowded with great 
windows. which pour their flood of light on every 
portion of the auditorium, even witha dull leaden

SYNOPSIS OF THE SESSION. 


A Brief Sketch of the Doings in the Con- 
vention. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Cuicago, June 8.—At 12:45 o'clock Chairman Bar- 
num of the National Committee stepped forward, 
amid applause, and called the convention to order, 
introducing without aword the chaplain, whose 
eloquent invocation was twice entangled with a cry 
of Louder!“ 

As the audience settled down to listen to the 
prayer the hundreds of telegraph instruments back 
of the stage opened up a great whining like a roar 
as they announced toa whole world hat the con- 
vention had begun work. The prayer was of but 
five minutes length and was applauded by a half 
dozen enthusiasts. 

Chairman Barnum then proceeded to deliver a 
very brief addressina very inadequate voice, and 
introduced Hon. R. P. Hubbard as the committee's 
choice for temporary chairman, who was elected 
with a unanimous vote. 

A committee conducted 

: MR. HUBBARD, 
a gentleman with broad shoulders and head, im- 
mense girth and a very long and strong beard of 
gray, with a resonant voice and strong style of de- 
livery. He made his speech of thanks, which was 
received with frequent and uproarious applause. 

His cutting reference to Traitor Mahone awakened 
long and deafening applause, but it was eclipsed a 
moment later when he mentioned Tilden's name 
and the convention arose to its feet in a body and 
waved hats and handkerchiefs while they cheered. 
The speech was too long, but of admirable con- 
struction and matter. 

The speech lasted twenty minutes. After he had 
concluded F. O. Prince of the National Committee 
announced the other temporary officers of the con- 
vention, W. M. Bell of St. Louis being one of the 
reading secretaries. The report was adopted. 

Smalley of Vermont, member of the Nationa) 
Committee, offered a resolution, according to the 
programme, adopting the rules of the last Demo- 
cratic convention. 

Mr. Grady of NewYork offered an amendment that 
when the vote of the State was challenged the roli of 
delegates would be called, and the preference of 
each delegate recorded, the result being gi veu as the 
vote of New York. This is, of course, an effort to 
break the unit rule. 

On Mr. Grady’s amendment, which was hissed 
ondly as an effort of Tammany to break the unit 
rule at the outset, Mr. Fellows of New York, closely 
resembling P. T. Barnum, made a spevch protesting 
against this effort to set aside the instructions of the 
New. York convention. He was tumultuously 
cheered. His point was that the New York delegation 
drew all of ite authority from the convention whjch 
nominated it and had no right to endeavor to de- 
stroy that convention in anything nor had this con- 
vention any right to be a party to this effort to dis- 
obey the willof the New York Democracy. He read 
the unit rule as adopted at Saratoga. 

Grady of New York (Tammany) took the floor to 
reply, amid the cheers and hisses of the crowd. 
Tammany's voice on the outside being very evident. 
He began in a low voice, gradually growing stronger. 
As a talker he had the lobby with him and the body 
of the convention against him. The speech was dis 
jointed and not effective, and was interrupted again 
and again by hissesand cheers. The demonstra- 
tions in the hall were very unfavorable to Tam- 
many, and the chairman was forced to request the 
gentieman be given a bearing.

The Pension Incubus. 
From the Buffalo Express (Nep.) 

The industry of the country, having so long un- 
complainingly discharged the resulting 
from the war, has now a right to feel and to claim 
that its burdens should begin to lighten. What those 
burdens have been and are probably few people 
fully realize. The sums, when we get them togeth- 
er, are almost inconceivable. The war payments 
during the last twenty-three years have been: For 
interest of the war debt, more than , 100,000 000: 
for principal of the debt, more than $1,200,000,000; 
for pensions, more than $640,000,000—altogether the 
incredible sum of more than four thousand million 
dollars on war account—an average of nearly $200,- 
000,000 a year, or about four times the total income 
of the Government in the years immediately preced- 
ing the war. 

There is still nearly 81. 500,000. 000 of debt to pay 
off, but it is no longer so great a burden as it was. 
The annual interest charge, which at its highest was 
over $140,000,000, is now less than $60,000,000. But 
the pension roll, which, after running up to $34,000,- 
000 in 1871,had declined by natural causes to $27,000, 
000 in 1878, bas since that time, through the opera- 
tion of the arrears law and other political pension 
legislation set as party traps to catch soldiers’ votes 
been steadily rising. For 1888 the payments were 
over $66,000,000, and for the fiscal year which ended 
on Monday they were, no doubt, several millions 
greater still, and as soonas the clerical force in the 
Pension Commissioner ‘s office can examine and 
pass claims enough the annual payments will 
amount to a hundred million dollars. That is 
more than it costs Germany to maintain the great- 
est military establishment the world has ever 
seen. 

The American people bore the great cost of the 
civil war uncomplainingly; but would they have 
done so had they been able tof oresee that ita bur- 
dens would be transmitted undiminished to the next 
generation? Had they been told that twenty years 
after the war was dver they would still be paying 
for pensions alone more than the greatest military 
nation in the world was paying Yor the maintenance 
of ite whole army, would it not have alarmed all 
prudent people and chilled their patriotam We 
talk of the discontent and misery produced in Ger- 
many by the burden of the standing army. but when 
our pension roll reaches a hundred millions à year 
our military expenses will be double those of the 
German Empire. 


A Virginia Monument. 
From a Fourth of July Address by President Chamber- 
lain af Bowdoin. 

One of the saddest things I know of is that 
epitaph which the Virginia father, gathering up the 
remnant left him after the ravages of war, and set- 
tung himself as best he could into the new situation, 
place upon @ stone he raised as a memorial of his 
old home. On one face of it he inscribed these 
words: “To the sacred memory of my eldest boy, 
who fell fighting for the stars and stripes. On the 
opposite side he wrote: “To the sacred memory of 
my youngest boy, who fell fighting for the lost 
cause. Aud between them, on the third face: 
“God only knows which was right!“ I pity that 
man's sorrow and dark perplexity. But there is a 
double question there as to the ficht.“ of which he 
dared not judge. The motive in the young men's 
minds was one thing, and the justice of the cause 
was another. God alone knows the heart, and he 
alone can judge men's motives. It is one of the 
strange facts of life that the best of feelings are 
sometimes enlisted in the worst of causes, and the 
worst of feelings in the best of causes. You carnot 
always judge the moral value of an act merely from 
its motive. But men are responsible for their 
motives which they have allowed to contro} them, 
and for their use of the light they might have had 
if they would open their eyes to it. Whatever be 
our judgment and our motive, it is of infinite con- 
cern to put our work and worth into the right. 
Alas for the brave who fall in the wrong cause! God 
knows, and he will doubtless remember all the lood 
wherever shed by unselfish and generous hearts, 
and he will know how to take account of ft in the 
long problem of human deliverance from evil, and 
in the great and final day; but only the pity of God 
can cover the hurts of a soul that bas cast its all on 
a mistake!

If the work of Congress could be 
considered from the amount of business begun by 
the introduction of bills, it might be counted a very 
industrious Congress, for the number of bills intro- 
duced is greater than ever in the history of 

Never, even in the longest session, has 
the number of bills run so great as now, the total 
this session being nearly 11,000. It thus appears 
that less than 2 per cent. of the bills introduced have 
become la wu. Thousands of these bills sleep in the 
comumittee-room, not being acted on or reported in 
any way, while large numbers have been unfavor- 
ably reported by the committee, and have gone to 
their last resting place, so far as this Congress is 
concerned, at least. Many hundred more have been 
‘‘favorably reported” and are now on the House and 
Senate calendars. They might nearly as well have 
been unfavorably reported, however, as far as the 
prospect of passage goes.
